Aloha e Sierra Madre 


So many people in Sierra Madre have asked 
us to teach them some Hawaiian words, and as 
we began to coiiect a few, we wondered how 
we shouid greet Honoiuiu Mayor Eiieen Anderson 
next week. 

We asked Tom Enomoto from the Hawaiian 
Visitors Bureau how we shouid weicome the 
Mayor and he answered, “Aioha e Sierra Madre.” 
It simply means welcome to Sierra Madre. We 
plan to use it often next week. 

When she first arrives, we will put a lei made 
of puas (flowers) around the neck of this wahine 
(woman) and welcome her with mele (song), 
hula (dance) and kaukau (food). We will say “Pehea 
oe” (How are you?) 

We will tell this malihini (newcomer) that 
we welcome her to this mauna (mountain) near 
the moana (ocean) and extend our hands for her 
to join our ohana (family) here in Sierra Madre. 

When she was last here she was a keiki 
(child) before traveling to the Island of Oahu. We 
will tell her that her island is nani (beautiful) 
but ours is home. We will gesture toward the 
lani (sky) and show her our weather is perfect 
just for her visit. 

Mostly, though, we will explain that our 
welcome is nul (great). 

The Hawaiian alphabet has only 12 letters; 
A, E, H, I, K, L, M, N, 0, P, U, W. Every Hawaiian 
word and syllable ends with a vowel. Two con¬ 
sonants never occur without a vowel between 
them. The accent of most words falls on the next 
to the last syllable. 

How was the language constructed? We 
know that the original settlers were Polynesians. 
Probably many of the words were written down 
by the missionaries and much of that language 
Is what we know as the Hawaiian language today. 

The rest of the world didn’t hear about the 
Islands until 1778. Captain James Cook of the 
British navy reached them that year. The Islands 
became a republic In 1894 and a possession 
of the United States in 1898. It became a U.S. 
territory In 1900 and on Aug. 21, 1959, became 
the 50th state In the Union, the only state not 
lying on the mainland of North America. 

In the trivia we have been wading through 
we came upon another word most people 
know — Ukelele, the instrument developed from 
a small guitar brought to the Islands by Portu¬ 
guese laborers In the late 1800s. 

And speaking of meanings of words, what 
does ukulele mean? “Leaping flea.” 

Trivia and word meanings aside, let’s all 
say “Aloha e Sierra Madre” next week to the 
Mayor of Honolulu, former Sierra Madre citizen.

Taxing Services 
Would Bring Money 
To City Coffers

The Honorable City Council 

In line with your quite 
commendable and often ex¬ 
pressed desire to be guided 
by the “input” of the citizens 
of this fair city, 1 am writ¬ 
ing to outline a proposal 
which I hope will receive your 
serious consideration. 

"Let me first lay a predi¬ 
cate, and state certain as¬ 
sumptions about the objec¬ 
tives of the Council. If any 
of these assumptions is wrong. 
I’m sure you’ll correct me. 

You wish to add to the 
financial ba.se of the city. 

You believe (or so your 
passage of Ordinance 996 
would lead one to conclude) 
that di.scouraging service bus¬ 
inesses will automatically en¬ 
courage retail businesses—the 
see-saw effect, so to speak. 

If so, then why doesn’t the 
Council enact a gross receipts 
tax on service businesses, sim¬ 
ilar to that in effect in Los 
Angeles? On inquiry to the 
League of California Cities, I 
was informed by the staff at¬ 
torney that Sierra Madre has 
the authority to impose such 
a tax. Think of the conse¬ 
quences: you would increase 
revenues; you would discour¬ 
age .service businesses, thus 
encouraging retail businesses; 
you would avoid placing yet 
another restriction on the use 
of property by the owners. 
Think of the revenues to be 
derived from the real estate, 
legal, accounting, architectur¬ 
al and other businesses now 
in town. Think of how you 
would, according to your 
theory, encourage the devel¬ 
opment of retail trade. 

As a concerned citizen I 
ask for a statement of your 
position on this proposal. 
That is to say, if you are for 
it, what will you do about 
it? If you are opposed to it, 
will you tell me why?

scrapbook was compiled by his 
father, almost 60 years ago, 
of Hawaii, and other ports 
around the world, in 1925. 

Lani and his mother were 
evacuated to the mainland the 
following February, but he 
returned about 20 years later, 
a young Navy man like his 
father, stationed at the same 
submarine base at Pearl Har¬ 
bor. 

Again he returned to the 
states, after his service, and 
20 years later— in June— 
took his two children for a 
week-long trip to the Islands 
as a graduation present— high 
school for son Lee and junior 
high for daughter Lindy. 

Because of the family’s long 
association with the Islands, 
they had an opportunity to 
visit with descendants of the 
whalers and first missionaries 
who came there in the 1850s, 
and hear their tales of the 
Islands’ history. 

We asked how the Islands 
had changed. “The buildings, 
of course, especially the high- 
rises along the beaches, and 
the freeways, the traffic. But 
the sky is still the same, and 
the water, the trade winds, 
the flowers and the fragrance. 
Those things never change, 
and they’re Hawaii.”

The Sierra Madre City 
Council had a reasonably 
short session‘Tuesday even¬ 
ing, passing on a few of the 
items and listening to at least 
one irate person from the 
audience. 

After lengthy discussion 
they decided to pass on the 
aluminum dome roof for the 
Auburn Reservoir with Coun¬ 
cilman Charles Corp the only 
dissenter. 

He said, “It doesn’t seem 
right to me to put in a 
reflective surface...Here we 
are up to awarding of the 
contract and yet we’ve had 
no discussion from the city 
engineer.”' 

Others,'such as Mayor Pro 
Tern Clem Bartolai, tried to 
urge Corp to agree on com¬ 
pleting the project with a 
decision on the roof material 
to be used at the next coun¬ 
cil meeting. Bartolai said, 
“The coating doen’t have 
to be applied until after¬ 
wards.” 

Councilman Tom Edwards 
interjected, “I’m disgusted 
because our council requests 
information and it is 
ignored,” referring to the lack 
of requested information con¬ 
cerning this $46,300 project. 

Temcor, Inc., the contrac¬ 


tor who was awarded the job, 
anticipates it will take two to 
three months for a “very 
substantial dulling of the sur¬ 
face by chemical action of 
smog, moisture and oxygen,” 
according to a directive by 
City Engineer Thomas P. 
Kirk. Kirk’s preliminary es¬ 
timate of the project was 
$49,000, $2700 more than the 
final bid. 

Landscaping at 449 Mari¬ 
posa Ave., city-owned rental 
property, probably created 
the most hassle Tuesday eve¬ 
ning with Sam Simpson 
tongue-lashing the council 
from the audience. “I dis- 
agee with (installing an) au¬ 
tomatic sprinkling system. It’s 
a waste of taxpayer’s money 
...At no time has the city 
engineer recommended that 
house be fumigated and yet 
the house is infested with rats.” 

When he was ignored brief¬ 
ly while the council mem¬ 
bers discussed fully the pro¬ 
ject, he demanded, “You’re 
going to listen to me if 1 
have to be taken out by the 
police.” 

Councilman Edwards sided 
with Simpson for question¬ 
ing the project and said, 
“To me this is another Mi¬ 
ckey Mouse production. I 


think it’s ridiculous.” He 
made a motion that the house 
at 499 Mariposa be fumigat¬ 
ed and the motion passed. 
The project to landscape in 
the amount of $3016 appr- 
priated from the capital pro¬ 
ject fund also passed. 

When the capital project at 
Sierra Madre Public Library 
and specifically landscaping 
on Sierra Madre Blvd. came 
up, dissention soared be¬ 
tween council members who 
disagreed with whether or 
not trees should be removed 
at the same time the park¬ 
way at the library is widen¬ 
ed. 

Bartolai was the most ve¬ 
hement when he said,“Why 
remove trees? Part of the 
character of Sierra Madre is 
the difference in the types of 
trees. We don’t want Sierra 
Madre to look like a sub¬ 
division tract.” 

Corp agreed, “I have 
learned not to suggest removal 
of trees (in Sierra Madre).”
